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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
LeRoy et al (5,970,474) in view of Robinson et al (2002/01 13820). 

Re - Claims 1 and 3: LeRoy discloses a method for hosting accounts on a 
network comprising the steps of: 

a. providing a host system configured with a plurality of accounts 
including at least a first account (see abstract lines 4-5) 

b. receiving, through the network at the host system a request for read- 
only access to the first account by a first user (see Col. 5, lines 45-50) 

c. providing to the first user a the account in read-only access mode (see 
Col. 5, lines 45-50) 

d. where each of the plurality of account has: 

(1) an item limit (inherent, where the total gifts registered for is 
limited by the products sold at the store, available on line) 

(2) personal information (col. 5, lines 17-21) 

(3) qualification information (col. 6 lines 15-17) 

(4) an environment (Col. 5 lines 47-51) and 
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(5) at least two access modes (read-only access and qualified 
access. (LeRoy teaches a registering mode and a purchasing 
mode, inherently the registering mode is "qualified" and the 
purchasing mode is "read-only") 
LeRoy discloses every aspect of the applicant's invention except where each of 
the items is characterized by at least a virtual size and items are graphically 
illustrated by a two-dimensional and a virtual reality representation. Robinson et 
al (2002/01 13920) teaches that it is well known in the art to use two dimensional, 
and 3 dimensional representation, (see Tjs 0031 and 0036). Therefore it would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to incorporate the 2D and virtual reality representations of Robinson 
into the concept of LeRoy for increasing the user friendliness of said concept. 

The examiner has noted the use of the words "gallery" and "art gallery" in 
the claims. The examiner has given these limitations no patentable weight 
because a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is 
intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a 
prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham 
2 USPQ 2d 1647 (1987). (No patentable weight has been afforded to the 
functional limitations "art gallery" and "gallery") 

Re - Claim 2 and 4: LeRoy et al teach all the limitation of this claim. Wedding 
registries are conventionally done with 2 registrants, (i.e. Husband and Wife). 
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Each registrant has equal access and rights to alter the account whereby they 
may update, add, delete, and etc. account information and items. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. The term "virtual size" in claims 1 and 3 is a relative term, which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "virtual size" is not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. The 
examiner could not locate a definition or explanation of what the term "virtual size" 
means.
